In 1944 


DMIRAL ERNEST KING, 
United States Naval Chief, 
disclosed yesterday in Wash- 

ington that plans had been made for 
the transfer of Allied naval power 
from European waters to the Pacific. 
The switch, he said, would probably 
come in 1944. ‘These preparations, 
which had been under way for 
several months, might be carried into 
effect before the defeat of Germany. 

“1 am hopeful and expectant that 
Germany will be defeated in 1944,’’ 
Admiral King said. “Il am ex- 
pectant that unremitting pressure on 
Japan will be continued and _ in- 
creased. Our preparations envisaged 
the shift of power from the European 
theatre to the Pacific not only when 
Germany is defeated, but when her 
defeat seems near at hand, The 
main lines of attack on Japan are 
already determined.’’ 3 


THE INITIATIVE 


Admiral King, asked if the United 
States was now in a better position 
as regards Japan as a result of 
doubling the Fleet in the past year, 
replied: ‘* We are in a better posi- 
tion to retain what is technically 
known as the initiative. We would 
be going along faster against Japan 
if we had more means. These addi- 
tional means will be available with 
the transfer of power from the 
European theatre. We. have done 
several things to lure out the 
Japanese Fleet, and we are going to 
do several more in an endeavour to 
get it out ”” American strategy in 
the Pacific, he said, would not 
greatly change when Germany was 
crushed, but its 
would be markedly greater. 3 

Asked whether the United States 
planned -to ‘‘continue the current 
island-hopping ‘campaign. throughout 
the Pacific,’’ Admiral King replied: 
“That question is like the famous 
one—Have you left off beating your 
wife? We have never had any 
intention of island-hopping. The 
present so-called island-hopping is 
due in large measure to limitation 
of ways and means. If we had 
more out there, we could strike at 
more points with more force. We 
are already working on the main 
strategic lines now.”

In the 
course of their advance our troops 
captured the strongly-fortified towns 
of Korosten, Radomysl, Chernya- 
khov, Korostyshev and the power- 
fully defended town of Kazatin, and 
more than 1,00C inhabited local'ties.’’ 
Next points in the line of the 
Russian advance from the old Kiey 
salient, Reuter’s Correspondent 
states, are a number of vital com- 
municetions centres—Zhitomir itself 
(now enclosed in a picket barely five 
miles deep), Berdichev and Byela 
Tserkov. The fall of Kazatin clears 
the way for the investment of Ber- 
dichev, and also represents a valu- 
able advance along the railway 
which, only 60 miles further south, 
joins the main line to Odessa. 


DEEP WEDGE 


The Russian wedge driven into the 
German line east of Berdichev is 
now so deep that the important Ger- 
man stronghold at Byela Tserkov, 
which protects the flank of the Ger- 
man line across the Dnieper bend, 
is in danger of being attacked from 
the rear—that is, from the south- 
west—as well as from the north-west 
and north. 

With the opening of the new offen- 
sive west of Zaporozhe, tremendous 
pressure is being .rought to bear 
against both ends of this Dnieper 
bend ]!ne—pressure which may end 
in the complete defeat of the German 
Southern Army between the Dnieper 
and the Bug. Such an event would 
ieave the forces around Nikolaev 
and Odessa only the sea route for 
evacuation. 

Malinovsky’s offensive has gained 
the-Red Army another 15 miles of 
Dnieper bend country in the direc- 
tion of Nikopol, and the Russian 
advance is now continuing along the 
Zaporozhe-Nikopol railway and over 
the open country to the south. 

This correspondent states also that 
Soviet forces are now only seven 
miles from the outskirts of Vitebsk. 


WITHDRAWALS | 


The German Army in the Kiev 
bulge battle has made new with- 
drawals at Zhitomir, Berdichev and 
Koresten, stated the Scandinavian 
Telegram Bureau yesterday.

Ban Likely 
On Cream 
Production 


To Government propose to ban 


the production of cream on a 
commercial scale for the next 
two months 

Following the exclusive disclosure 
in the /rish Times yesterday of the 
intention to control cream pxoduc- 
tion, there has been an immediate 
reaction from the trade, the mem- 
bers of which contend that, in view 
of the small benefit to the milk and 
butter position, the prohibition 
would not be justified. 

The quantity of cream consumed 
daily in Dublin is represented by 
2,000 gallons of milk, and it is urged 
that, while, on the one hand, serious 
injury and unemployment would be 
caused by the ban in a business 
which’ has taken years to build, and 
also in allied undertakings, such as 
ice-cream and the making of con- 
tainers for cream and ice-cream, the 
public of Dublin, on the other, 
would benefit only to the extent of 
about four teaspoons of milk per 
person. The relief in the butter posi- 
tion would be no greater, it is held, 
because 10,000 gallons of cream, pro- 
duced in two months, would repre- 
sent no more than 22 tons of butter, 
or one-fifth of an ounce per head per 
week for the population of Dublin, 
or one-twentieth of an ounce for the 
population of the country. 


TRADE VIEW

NORTH MAY HAVE

HE establishment of a public

Germans Claim 
Seven Destroyers 


A German High Command com- 
munique on the action in the Bay ol 
Biscay was issued yesterday, and 
stated :'— 

“ In an engagement in the Bay of 
Biscay lasting several days, the 
British Navy sustained heavy losses 
by German naval forces. Our de- 
stroyers and torpedo-boats damaged 
the British cruisers Glasgow and 
Enterprise in hard and _ prolonged 
battles, and set one of them on tire. 

“German U-boats intervened and 
torpedoed six British destroyers in 
daring attacks. The sinking of five 
destroyers was definitely observed, 
and the sinking of the sixth may be 
regarded as certain. During this 
operation, a German destroyer and 
two torpedo-boats went down with 
flags flying, after a heroic fight 
against enemy cruisers of superior 
fire-power. «Some of .thejmacrews 
Were saved. 

‘Another British destroyer was 
sunk by German U-boats in the 
waters of Newfoundland Bank. The 
British Navy thus lost seven de- 
stroyers which they urgently re- 


Status of Bolivian 
Government 


Dr. Enrique’ Delozada, Confidential 
Agent in the United States of tho 
new Bolivian Government, an- 
nounced that his Government “has 
expressed the desire to renew rela- 
tions with the Soviet Government.”
